I am thinking about adding a wide BW senstivie AC voltmeter to my QRP-L 
test equipment. 


I recall reading some HAM[S] may be using an HP400E or similar 

AC Voltmeter for high sensitivity and wide BW RF measurements. I sure 
need a little info if possible. 

The HP4Q0E covering 10MHZ sounds very useful. 


Does anyone know where on the net I can view the specs and accessories 
such as probes that are needed for this voltmeter? I think the BW is 
1QHZ to 10MHZ, but not sure. 


It has been suggested to use an ordinary scope probe with the meter for 
the HF measurements. Is this pracitcal or do I need to buy a special 
probe for retaining calibration for HF measurements? 


If I use a TEKTRONIX scope probe, say a 100MHZ 10X, how do I compsensate 
the probe so the meter is calibrated for HF measurements. I can do some

I've made similar ones in retractable ball point pen casings. The ones which 
unscrew about half way down the body have plenty of room for a few passive 
components. 

At work I have to test a lot of industrial 24 volt dc computer/PLC 
proximity and photoeye input and output circuits. Many of them will not 
supply enough current for a normal test lamp (30 to 100 ma is often the 
maximum it can supply without dropping the voltage to below a lower 
operational threshold), but I've built several voltage testers using a single 
LED and a resistor into a hollow stick pen body, with a half of a clip lead 


for a ground connector. It is used daily as a simple "Power / No power" 
indicator. 

Any little plastic or metal container will work. Got any of the metal 
film cans? Yeah, I know they are antiques now. Hobby shops have lots of 
sizes of brass tubing, and it solders very nicely. 

Just try something! There are only about four connections to make.

After-action report on the benchwork for a friend's MFJ-9040. 


Symptoms: squeal in the audio, peak audio response at too high pitch, 
inability to set Tx offset 


It appears that all problems had a common root cause. The BFO and the Tx 
mixer both use a SA6@2 with a 12 MHz crystal. A 10 uH molded inductor and 
a 70 pF trimcap are used to pull the crystals to align the BFO and the Tx 
offset. 


In both circuits the trimcap was at the extreme minimum of its range, the 
BFO circuit would get unstable near that point, ant the Tx offset just 
wouldn't move far enough. 


After studying the circuit and referring to Paul Harden's QRP Databook, I 
changed both 10 uF inductors to 6.8 uF and that has moved the operating 
point up into a better part of the trimcaps' range. The BFO now tunes 
smoothly and I was able to use Spectrogram (and the NOSS noise generator) 
to get the IF passband centered around the desired CW pitch. The Tx 
offset also smoothly tuned to match that pitch. 


Rig seems to be working fine now. It has already snagged two Truffles 
while on the bench and will try for a third tonight. My only real 
"disappointment" is that the IF filter seems pretty broad and the skirts 
are not very steep, but I guess that may be due to the relatively high IF 
chosen (12 MHz). 


I'm not sure which is more fun - fixing ‘em or operating :%))

Hi Todd, you were just a bit late I think. My 1/4 wave Butternut vertical 
worked fine. I got Steve with about the first call. Just found where the 
Fox was, the pieup, and went 500 Hz farther. 


Then tried that on Ron in Ohio. I tried it all evening. He was s4 and he 
had plenty of wO and w9 stations that were s9. I heard other hounds work 
Ron on exactly the frequency I was madly calling on. Ron did not hear me 
at all. But that isn't my antenna's fault. That is propogation and/or I am 
off the end of his wire. 


You were just late. If you have a MFJ antenna analyzer measure the 
impedance of your vertical at resonance. If it's lower than 50 ohms your 
ground is probably ok. If it's above 50 ohms then the radials may not be 
doing the job. I use 4 radials tuned to 40 meters. The vertical is on the 
roof and so are the radials. I get r=35 ohms at resonance at 7.050 MHz.

It is generally easy to work Japan at QRP levels since many Japanese have large 
antennas. Like 

Karl said, 10m is a very good band for Japan in the evenings during this season 
and part of the sun 

spot cycle, at least here in Texas. I find it even easier on 40m at my sunrise. 
Generally the 

path is enhanced along the gray line path. I use a free program called Azmap that 
helps to show 

when the ideal gray line paths occur. Basically, for DX if one or both ends of 
the path are near 

the terminator (sunrise or sunset), the signals will be greatly enhanced.

An interesting example of gray line propagation can be heard by listening to "All 
India Radio" on 

10.330 MHz, just above 30m. Here in Texas I can detect their carrier just about

very strong. This broadcast is meant to be for domestic (Indian) use so it is

I have no doubt that the theory of reciprocity is a useful mathematical 
model that makes it possible to design long-distance communications links. 


But any expectation of reciprocity in any on-air amatuer operations is 
foolish.

The key words: "most of the time". 


The fact that it doesn't work some of the time means it isn't a useful 
expectation. The mathematical model doesn't accurately reflect the 
observed conditions. 


>If you copy the 
>other station well, he will copy you well. This is proved all the time. 


You cannot "prove" anything with experiments. You can only disprove a 
hypothesis. The fact that you conduct successful experiments does not 
prove reciprocity. Indeed, the SINGLE experiment that is unsuccessful is 
enough to disprove it. 


I'll agree that amatuers observe reciprocal conditions most of the time. 
But there are times that it isn't true. Recognising a non-reciprocal 
condition exists is a key to avoiding frustration. This especially 
applies to QRP operations -- since the lower power level gives a lot less 
operating margin. 


>Given time Karl Hess WF5A and I will bury you Bill Coleman in measured

Come to NQ4I during CQWW SSB next year, and let's see you work those S9 
Africans on 20m before dawn. 30-60 minutes later, they won't be any 
stronger, but you'll be able to work them. 


The bottom line is that while reciprocal conditions may be the norm, 
there are times it doesn't exist. I can't give you a solid theory as to 
why that is, but I observe it any time I enter a contest. QRP, Low Power, 
or a Full Gallon makes no difference. I suspect it has something to do 
with unequal ionization of the ionosphere, or perhaps propagation of 
unwanted signals (noise) at one reciever's site. 


This single observation proves that reciprocity doesn't always apply. 
Deal with it.

According to the FCC web site, 
you have to be running not only a certain web browser, but also, a 
certain operating system.

be annoyed if the web application I needed to run to renew my license 
(which is very different from entertaining myself by browsing someone's 
personal web pages) required me to download and install even free 
software before I could do it--but that, I'd shut up and live with. 


The problem is worse than that, however. The FCC's specifications 
call for you to be running one of a handful of specific operating 
systems.

>> every 3 minutes on 28.200 MHz CW so tune around till you hear one. They 
>> send their call and one is JA2IGY and three dashes. The first dash is 100 
>> watts, the second is 10 watts and the third is 0.1 watt.
